H.M. Consul at Venice (Mr. E. de Zuccato) has forwarded the 
following particulars respecting possible openings for British trade 
there :— 
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ITALY — continued. 
There is a good market in Venice for pilchards and herrings, 
Dried Fish although there is now a falling-off in their 
Pilchards and consumption by the peasantry, owing to a more 
misetnee varied mode of feeding. Pilchards are sent to 
Venice in barrels of the weight of about 110 
kilos., or in half barrels, and are then forwarded to other centres in 
Venetia. The price fluctuates from 30 lire (ll. 4s.) to 40 lire 
(1l. 12s.) according to quality and demand. 


British cutlery will now have to compete in the Venice market 

with the knives made by the Maniago factory, 

Cutlery. which has been taken over by a new company 

and has been supplied with modern improve- 

ments and machinery. It is believed that about 250 men are now 

working there. Hand making has been preserved for the manu- 

facture of those articles which are not in competition with foreign 
countries, 


Galvanised barbed wire for training vines and wire for fencing 

purposes are now very extensively used, and 

Wire. the demand is increasing every year, as viticul- 

ture is improving and hedges are gradually 

being done away with. British wire, which is superior to the 

qualities made in Venice, cannot find a market owing to the 

development of the numerous local factories and the heavy import 
duty now in force. 


With regard to Italian Government contracts, H.M. Consul 
states there is reason to believe that the 
Government have now decided to negotiate 
directly with foreign firms and not through 
local agents. ‘Tenders must be made out on stamped paper of 
1 lira 20 c. (1s.). It is, however, hardly possible for foreign firms 
to compete with Italian houses, as one of the conditions has lately 
been that the tenders of foreign firms must be at least 5 per cent.

Everybody in Parad or Mandos carries an umbrella during the 

greater part of the year, not for purposes of 

Sno shade, but in consequence of the heavy and 
persistent rainfall. The quality needed is a light, cheap make. 


There is a considerable importation of small fancy articles suitable 

for giving away as presents. Many of the shop 
Fancy Articles. windows are filled with this class of goods— 

small silverware, inkstands, date calendars, 
trays, cigarette trays, flower vases, purses, cups, &c.—and as 
the prices charged are high, the amount of money that changes 
hands annually on account of such small ware as this must 
be considerable. 


Sweets are popular, and a large sale, chiefly of native-made 
Sein varieties, must take place. 
Mineral waters are not in great use, a locally prepared variety of 
soda water taking the place of the usual im- 
Mineral Waters. ported qualities. Of the imported kinds, 
lemonade and ginger ale of British or Irish make 
are preferred. 
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BRA ZI L—continued. 

Dublin stout is very largely drunk—indeed it is the chief form 
of imported beer that finds favour generally 
Stout. with Brazilians, and the Consul has seen it for 
sale in some of the most remote regions of the 
country. At Santo Antonio, at the falls of the Madeira River, 
1,600 miles above Para, both Guinness’s stout and Galway whisky 

were to be had in the local stores. 


Irish poplin for neckties is becoming popular, while Irish lace is 
well known and highly appreciated by the 
ladies of Para, although it is probable that 
cheap imitations of it, made in France or Italy, 
are sold there. Irish linen collars might 
have a monopoly of the collar trade at Pardé, and this is a 
more important item of Pard dress than is the case in most 
tropical countries. Great store is set by dress, and, speaking 
generally, the Northern Brazilians are dressed better and 
more carefully than the corresponding ranks in most countries. 
Without a white collar nc passenger is allowed into any of the 
first class tramcars in Para.

JAPAN, 
H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe) has 
forwarded the following extract from the “ Japan 
Water Pipes. Mail” of 9th July :— 

“The Yokohama City Assembly held a 
special meeting at 4.30 p.m. on 7th July. A bill providing for 
the improvement of the Yokohama Water Works was introduced. 

‘‘ Mr. Hara, the chief engineer, gave an explanation of the plans 
attached to the bill. He said that the population of Yokohama is 
expected to increase within the next thirteen years to 800,000, if 
the last census can be taken for forming an estimate. The 
present quantity of water (18 gallons) supplied to each person will be 
increased to 25 gallons, making the total quantity supplied per diem 
twenty million gallons. A pipe 36 inches in diameter would carry 
14,600,000 gallons every 24 hours. The bill was at once adopted. 
The question with regard to the raising of seven million yen to pay 
for the new scheme was not considered.”

Intelligence Branch, also attended the meeting. 

The President of the Board of Trade requested the members of 
the Committee (whose term of office is about to expire) to continue 
in office for a further period of one year, to 29th August, 1909. 
Among the matters discussed were the appointment of Trade 
Commissioners and Correspondents in the self-governing Colonies, 
the progress of the Commercial Missions sent out by the Com-- 
mittee, the recent establishment of an International Exhibitions 
Branch of the Board of Trade, and the growth of the work of the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch. It was reported that the number 
of enquiries received at the Commercial Intelligence Branch (73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C.) had increased from 5,544 in 1906 to 
9,166 in 1907, and that the number during the first six months of 
the present year was 5,173, as compared with 4,521 in the 


corresponding period of 1907.

APPOINTMENT OF TRADE COMMISSIONERS FOR 
AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH, NEW ZEALAND AND 
SOUTH AFRICA. 

The President of the Board of Trade has appointed Mr. Charles 
Hamilton Wickes as His Majesty’s Trade Commissioner for the 
Commonwealth of Australia, Mr. George Hector Fitzgerald 
Rolleston as His Majesty’s Trade Commissioner for the Dominion 
of New Zealand, and Mr. Reginald Sothern Holland as His 

Majesty’s Trade Commissioner for the South African Colonies. 





REGISTRATION OF “ UTILITY MODELS” IN JAPAN. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, 
of an English translation of the Japanese Law and Regulations 
concerning utility models, or, as the Japanese word is also some- 
times translated, ‘‘ New device for practical use.” 

The Board desire to direct the attention of British manufacturers 
and merchants to the provisions of this Law with a view to their 
taking such steps as they may deem necessary to secure their 
rights in respect of a class of inventions, which, though neither 
patentable nor registrable as “designs,” may be capable of 
registration as “utility models.” By Article I. of the Law “ any 
person who has devised a new configuration, construction, or 
composition of practical utility in connection with an article 
of industry, or one who has succeeded to such a device, may have 
it registered as a ‘ utility model’”; and by Article III., a person 
domiciled outside the Empire who desires to make an application 
or demand concerning a utility model, or who is the registered 
owner of such a model, has to appoint an agent within the Empire 
to represent him. 

The translation of the Law and Regulations may be consulted 
by persons interested at the Offices of the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 
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Sweden.—H.M. Consul at Stockholm (Mr. H. M. Villiers) points 
out that whereas 30 years or so ago the British share of the total 
foreign trade of Sweden amounted to 42 per cent., and the German 
share to 15°5 per cent., the shares held by the same countries in 1906 
were 28°88 and 28°79 respectively. The Consul believes that the 
time has come when an effort should be made, if it is ever to be 
successful, to regain the lost position. He thinks there is no 
reason why British trade with Sweden should not advance as 
steadily as it has receded during the last 30 years. 

H.M. Consul also forwards the following hints to British traders 
with Sweden :— 

The name of a Swedish firm should not be put on an article not 
manufactured in Sweden, unless preceded by the words “ Imported 
by —--,” as this constitutes a legal offence. Articles thus marked 
are confiscated, and the Customs official denouncing such goods is 
pecuniarily rewarded. This advice is particularly recommended to 
manufacturers of hats. 

Applications for information relating to tenders, trade oppor- 
tunities, agents, lists of firms, &c., should be addressed not to the 
Consulate, but to the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., where such information is, in 
many cases, available at once. 

It is useless to expect trade to result from sending to the Con- 
sulate catalogues with English prices, &c. Swedish purchasers do 
not come to the Consulate to study them. They give orders to 
persons who call on them, speak their language, and quote prices 
for delivery in Stockholm in terms of measurement and currency 
with which they are familiar. 

It is futile to expect to find first-class, trustworthy and energetic 
agents, thoroughly versed in the particular trade that the British 
manufacturer wishes to forward, and with good business connec- 
tions, waiting in Stockholm on the chance of that manufacturer’s 
wishing to employ them, and willing to travel about the country at 
their own expense, content with a commission on orders secured. 

Shanghai.—See last paragraph of the article on the trade of 
Shanghai, pp. 267-9. 

Corea.—-H.M. Consul at Chemulpo (Mr. A. H. Lay) reports, as 
regards the movement of Corean trade in the articles in which 
British trade is principally interested, namely, cotton manufactures, 
that the import of British grey shirtings and sheetings in 1907 
was a good average one. The tendency for white shirtings to come 
more into favour than grey goods was noticeable in 1907, though 
both classes showed a larger importation. Japanese competition 
is very keen in piece goods, and the high prices prevailing in the 
United Kingdom give a great advantage to Japanese manufacturers, 
enabling them to replace well established goods by cheaper makes. 
British shirtings used to sell for 10s. per piece of 40 yards, but the 
price is now 13s. 
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Only the cheapest qualities of Victoria lawns are used in Corea, 
and these are gradually being replaced by Chinese grass cloth. 
Rangoon and Belgian candles are rapidly being substituted for the 
London makes. British corrugated iron-is holding its own, but the 
high prices ruling in the United Kingdom have brought about an 
introduction of patent roofing from America and the Continent. 

New York is anxious for new markets for hardware of every 
description, including galvanised iron, and has already secured a 
good footing in Japan, which will almost certainly extend to Corea. 
Iron wire nails are imported in fairly large quantities from Antwerp 
and New York. Good packing has brought the New York nails 
into favour, and.if New York can compete it is difficult to under 
stand, says Mr. Lay, why British makes cannot have a share of this 
business when trade revives. 

As regards any fresh openings there may be for British trade, 
H.M. Consul is of opinion that the present moment is far from 
opportune for opening trade relations with Corea, as some time 
must elapse before business recovers from its condition of collapse. 


Parg.—H.M. Consul at Paré (Mr. R. Casement, C.M.G.) reports 
that in view of the extreme depression that Pard& und the Amazon 
Valley have been passing through, consequent on the fall in the 
price of rubber, there does not seem to be any immediate prospect 
of increasing British trade with that part of Brazil. The British 
share of the import trade of Para is, however, already very con- 
siderable. Quite recently several small river steamers have been 
ordered in the United Kingdom for use on the Tocantins, the Rio 
Negro and the Upper Amazon, and it is understood that further 
orders will shortly be placed. Until the local community recovers 
its purchasing power, however, it is unlikely that any development. 
of imports can take place, save in respect of the port works or 
railway lines under private construction. The port works, now 
in course of construction, will need large quantities of material of 
various kinds, but the contract for their construction is already in 
the hands of an eminent British firm of contractors. 

The Consul observes that there are no special difficulties to be 
contended with in developing trade with that part of Brazil. 
The customs tariff is so comprehensive that few things can get 
into Brazil without paying heavy toll, and still fewer products of 
the country are allowed to leave it without a departing tax. In 
view of the great loss in value on rubber it might have been thought 
that the export tariff on this commodity would have been reduced 
in sympathy with the general loss to the community, but so far 
nothing has been done in this direction by the State Governments 
of either Paré or Amazonas. 


In connection with the foregoing, a despatch} dated 27th June, 
has been received from H.M. Consul reporting the announcement 
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in the local press that steps are in contemplation to relieve some 
of the rubber entering Manaos from the tax at present levied on 
it in support of the harbour works lately constructed there. 


Venice.—H.M. Consul at Venice (Mr. E. de Zuccato) reports 
that most foreign firms show more energy than British firms in 
their methods of transacting business in that city. Their agents 
take much trouble in calling on all retail shops and are glad to 
accept small orders. They can generally show samples of articles 
in demand, perhaps of good outward appearance, but.of inferior 
and cheap quality, and prices are quoted including all charges to 
destination. Another great inducement they hold out is that of 
granting easy terms of payment. 





TRADE OF BRITISH HONDURAS. 


The following particulars relating to the trade of British 
Honduras in 1907, as compared with a decade ago, are extracted 
from the annual report of the Treasurer and Collector of Customs 
at Belize :— 

A comparison of the value of the imports in 1898 and 1907, and 
of the relative positions of the several countries sending goods to 
the Colony in those years, is shown below :—

The falling off in the proportion of trade with the United King- 
dom is due to the competition of the United States in such articles 
as cotton goods, drugs and chemicals, hardware, cutlery and 
tinned provisions of all sorts, and also to the competition of 
Germany in cotton goods, earthen and glassware, hardware, per- 
fumery and toys. 

The increase as shown under other countries is mainly due to the 
opening up of the Mexican territory bordering on the Rio Hondo, 
the produce of which, consisting of mahogany, logwood, chicle and 
rubber is imported into and shipped from the port of Belize. 

The main items of import are foodstuffs, the Colony depending 
with but few exceptions on the United States for its food supply. 
In this connection it is noticeable that no effort is apparently 
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being made to produce in the Colony such articles as rice, corn, 
vegetables and live stock on a sufficiently large scale to supply the 
local demand. The value of the imports of these articles during 
the year 1907 amounted to 128,829 dols. 

The imports from the United Kingdom, with the exception of 
cotton goods, show but little increase during the last 10 years. 
The comparison given below of the values of some of the main 
articles imported in 1898 and 1907 shows that while the United 
States and Germany have increased their trade with the Colony 
very considerably, the trade with the United Kingdom has 
remained practically stationary :—

NEW GERMAN BOURSE LAW.—ERRATUM. 


With reference to the notice on p. 214 of last week's ‘“‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ” relative to the new German Bourse Law, attention 
is drawn to a clerical error in the penultimate sentence of the first 
paragraph, which should read: ‘‘ Under the present law it is 
sufficient for legal purposes that one party to the deal be duly 
authorised to conduct such deals.” 
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TRADE OF SHANGHAI IN 1907. 


Mr, C. A. W. Rose, of H.M. Consulate-General, Shanghai, has 
forwarded the following particulars respecting the trade of 
that port in 1907 :— 

The year 1907 was one of great interest to Shanghai, the great 
commercial centre from which the provinces of the Yangtze are 
clothed and furnished with the manufactures of Europe, and to 
which in turn a great portion of the Chinese Empire sends its 
surplus products for distribution throughout the world. From all 
sides came the complaint of hard times, a deadlock in business and 
financial distress, but in spite of most harassing conditions the 
port held its own, and amongst the foreign merchants there was 
no failure of any importance. The fact that building operations 
progressed at unusual speed, that the value of land in the foreign 
settlement stands at a very high figure, and that the tonnage of 
shipping entered and cleared shows a constant increase, all 
tend to show a healthy vitality in the community and hopeful 
prospects for the port as soon as the temporary conditions of 
slackness have passed. The reason for the depression was a 
year of bad crops and general want in 1906 and the consequent 
poverty of the consuming classes. This was aggravated by over- 
buying, especially in piece goods, which left the market seriously 
overstocked at the begining of 1907, and the year was spent in 
clearing off the surplus stocks under conditions of demand and 
exchange which proved very trying to the small capitalist. Other 
noticeable features of the year were the development of railway 
communication, the linking of the port of Shanghai with the city 
of Nanking, and, in shipping circles, an important change in the 
number of ships which, encouraged by conference rates, carried 
cargo direct from Hankow and from Tsingtau to Europe and 
America. 

The prosperity of the port is so closely bound up with the trade 
in piece-goods that disastrous results were anticipated when a 
heavy drop in exchange occurred in September and October ; large 
quantities were being carried in sterling, mostly on native account, 
and nearly 70 per cent. of the Chinese dealers were unable to meet 
their obligations. It is hoped, however, that this will prove a 
healthy break in the trade, and that in clearing the market of 
superflous and unsound traders the commercial status of the port 
will benefit directly when operations again reach the normal level. 

Piece-goods.—The piece-goods trade was unsatisfactory owing to 
overbuying during the past two years. Heavy orders were sent 
home in anticipation of booming trade, and when the goods 
arrived, a year or 18 months after order, they came to an already 
over-stocked market, with their price advanced by as much as 30 
per cent. owing to the drop in exchange. American cotton goods 
were the greatest sufferers, showing a falling off of 90 per cent., 
due in part to Japanese competition : the trade in fancy goods has 
been practically at a standstill. Manchester goods, however, 
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especially the plain staple makes of British grey and white goods, 
met with a steady demand throughout, and the off-take, though 
showing no increase on previous years, was steady and satisfactory, 
the deliveries of grey shirtings exceeding the imports for the year 
by 30 per cent., white shirtings by 13 per cent., and jeans and 
drills by about 23 per cent. A new and disturbing element was 
introduced by the action of several firms in the United Kingdom, 
whose agents, after loading the Shanghai market, where the pur- 
chases are made with a view to supplying Tientsin, proceeded to 
Tientsin direct and obtained large orders on the spot, thus fore- 
stalling Shanghai dealers and leaving in consequence an over- 
crowded market at both ports. ‘The drop in exchange affected all 
alike, raising the local price of goods to a disastrously high 
standard, and the failure of native merchants to meet their 
obligation caused a drain on many of the foreign firms which will 
take some time to rectify. The most cheering feature in the 
situation, however, is that stocks in all lines but dyed fancy goods 
are in a much more favourable position than they were at the 
commencement of the year, and the general tone of the market 
is therefore much healthier. 

Yarns.—As in piece goods, the stocks of yarn were enormous at 
the commencement of the year, both at Shanghai and in Hong- 
Kong. Shipments from India were curtailed, however, and the 
consumption during the year was well sustained, with the result 
that stocks were considerably reduced and the trade again placed 
on a sound and satisfactory basis. Twelve mills are engaged in 
spinning in Shanghai, and their productions are very popular 
among the people in the neighbouring district. 

Silk —The general condition of the silk market in Shanghai is 
unsatisfactory owing to the slackness of the Chinese in compari- 
son with their Japanese competitors, who, by adopting the Pasteur 
system of eliminating disease and in generally modernising 
their methods, have proved serious rivals. The amount of silk 
available for the market from Shanghai in 1880 was double 
what it is at present, whilst the number of silk firms was only 
half of those at present engaged ; prices also were higher, and 
these facts, in addition to the smaller commission of to-day, have 
told heavily on merchants. Although the quantity of silk shipped 
to London grows less annually, the amount sent to India is nearly 
four times what it was 10 years ago. 

Machinery and metals——In metals there was little movement ; 
stocks were never unduly heavy, and, though little trade was done, the 
slackness was only local and temporary, and the general condition 
of the market was sound. ‘The same may be said of machinery. 
The progress of railways during the year led to the importation of 
a considerable quantity of material, and it may be anticipated that 
there will be a constant demand for railway and mining materials 
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for some yearsto come. There appears, however, to have been few 
enquiries from the country, and, with renewal of prosperity, it will 
be necessary for firms who are interested in machinery to seek 
their customers and to endeavour to meet the needs of the country 
rather than to hold stocks in Shanghai in the hope of a demand 
arising which will bring customerstothem. The up-country buyer 
has little knowledge of the plant which he needs, and practical 
illustration is the only effectual manner of introducing new 
methods and new materials. The Japanese have realised this 
fact, and are pushing many small lines in the country, notably 
fire extinguishers, which they are able to sell much under the cost 
price of similar British articles. The Chinese also are apt pupils, 
and there are many instances in which native workmen have been 
employed to enlarge plant built and erected under European super- 
vision by making copies of the different machines required. Whilst 
succeeding admirably to all outward appearance, they have neither 
theoretical nor technical training, nor the regard for human life to 
adhere to the original standard of strength and strain, and they 
will probably pay heavily both in money and life for some of their 
experiments. 





~ FOREIGN TRADE OF COREA IN _ 1907. 


H.M. Consul at Chemulpo (Mr. A. H. Lay) writes as follows on 
the subject of the foreign trade of Corea during 1907 :— 

The total value of the foreign trade of Uorea during 1907 
amounted to 5,908,1721., of which 4,190,467. were imports and 
1,717,705/. exports. In comparison with the figures for the year 
1906 the total volume of trade increased by over 50 per cent., the 
imports showing an increase of 1,176,785/. and the exports of 
888,7591. Judging from these figures, the foreign trade of Corea 
was in a flourishing condition during 1907, reaching a higher 
total than in any previous year. 

The fact that by the end of 1906 business had resumed its 
normal course gave an excellent start to 1907. Various other 
causes contributed to the huge growth in the volume of trade. 
Much material for use in the construction of railways, waterworks, 
and other public undertakings was required. The intimacy of the 
relations between Japan and Corea necessitated the spending of 
large sums of Japanese money on public and private works, and 
for the maintenance of the numbers of Japanese resident in the 
peninsula. The main obstacle which formerly stood in the way of 
the development of Corean trade, namely, the bad condition of the 
roads and the absence of means of transport, is gradually being 
removed by the extension of the railway system, and the con- 
struction of proper thoroughfares in various parts of the country 
will further increase the facilities of communication. The good 
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harvest of 1906 enabled the Coreans to gratify their growing taste 
for shirtings, cotton tissues, and indeed for foreign commodities of 
all sorts, by sending abroad a considerable surplus of rice and 
other agricultural products to meet the brisk demand in Japan. 

A feature of Corean trade is the excess of imports over exports. 
The purchasing power of the country is practically limited by the 
extent of her crops, mainly rice, and by the yield of minerals. 
This must be borne in mind when considering the question of 
Corean trade. By the encouragement of the cotton-growing 
industry, and in other ways, attempts are being made to increase 
the national prosperity; but all such projects are still in their 
infancy. 

Trade prospects for 1908 cannot be regarded in anything but a 
pessimistic light. There are heavy stocks of foreign goods on 
hand, and a period of exceptional activity is being followed by 
great dulness of trade. The internal trouble which commenced in 
the summer of 1907 continues to exercise a most depressing effect, 
commercially. 

Imports in 1907 exceeded considerably even those of 1905, when 
they attained a larger bulk than in any preceding year. A large 
increase took place ini the importation of cotton goods, particularly 
in shirtings, both white and grey, sheetings and yarn. The im- 
portation of iron increased, more being required for use in the 
manufacture of agricultural implements. Aniline dyes are imported 
from Germany, but Japan is trying hard to compete. Railway 
material required fcr the reconstruction of the Seoul-Wiju Railway 
and the Masampo-Samnang-Jin line contributed the largest in- 
crease to the import figures. The increasing demand for timber 
to be used in the construction of Japanese houses and for other 
purposes caused an increase of 73,699/. Cheap wall paper, in 
rolls of 12 yards long, is imported into Corea in fairly large 
quantities from Germany. 

Up to a few years ago rice from Corea was sent chiefly to 
Kobe, Osaka and Kiushu and to Vladivostok, but now the export 
has spread also to the northern parts of Japan, and Dalny, Antung, 
and other China ports, in addition, demand a share of the supply. 
In the winter of 1907-8 one or two trial shipments of Corean rice 
were made to Europe. It is never possible to estimate, except 
approximately, the amount of the ricecrop. This was particularly 
the case in 1907, when the harvest was generally admitted to be 
good, but when the unsettled state of the country districts pre- 
vented much of it from being brought from the interior into the 
treaty port markets. In fact from some parts none found its way 
at all. The method adopted by the Coreans is to bring it in from 
the country to an important centre in small quantities so that for 
the wholesale merchant it is practically impossible to sell pur- 
chases by sample. 
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TRADE OF SHIMONOSEKI (JAPAN) IN 1907. 


H.M. Consul at Shimonoseki (Mr. E. A. Griffiths) has forwarded 
the following particulars respecting the trade of that district during 
1907 :-— 

The imports of machinery in 1907 amounted to 271,524/. in value 
as against 275,629]. in the previous year. The principal items 
were cranes (32,152I.), chiefly from Germany ; locomotive engines 
(34,2951.), chiefly from the United States of America; steam 
boilers and engines (24,603/.), chiefly from the United Kingdom ; 
fire engines and pumps from Germany, the United States and the 
United Kingdom; and mining machinery, chiefly from Germany. 
Metals were imported during 1907 to the value of 129,950/., as 
against 143,674/. in 1906, a decrease of 13,724/. Iron ore from 
China was imported to the amount of 23, 652 tons in quantity and 
17,1721. in value, showing a considerable decrease on the figures for 
1906. Pig iron from the United Kingdom also shows a decrease, 
the import during 1907 amounting to 1,907 tons in quantity and 
7,059/. in value. Rails and fittings, chiefly from the United States, 
show a considerable increase, the value of the import being 58,9671. 
as against 15,706/. in 1906. 

Oil cake for manure (chiefly bean cake from China) comes third 
in value in the list of imports, the amount imported in 1907 being 
399,8521. as against 253,800/. in 1906. The increase was 
very large, amounting to 20,732 tons in quantity and 146,052. 
in value. Fish manure, chiefly from Corea, was imported to the 
value of 19,268/., an increase of 11,935/. 9,373 tons of phosphate 
rock, valued at 29,2671. came from ‘Christmas Island during 1907, 
an increase of 3,914 tons in quantity and 11,012/. in value over 
the amount imported in the preceding year. 

Coal still continues to be the principal export from Shimonoseki. 
The quantity exported during 1907 was 1,127,106 tons, valued at 
781,8482., as against 955,214 tons valued at 626,096/., in 1906. 
The following table shows the amount of coal exported to various 
foreign countries during the years 1906-7 :—

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In addition to this, the amount of coal shipped from Moji during 
1907 to other Japanese ports was approximately 854,196 tons as 
against 768,757 tons shipped in 1906. . Prices throughout the year 
1907 ranged from 6 yen. 75 sen to 9 yen 96 sen (13s. 6d. to 
19s. 11d.) per ton. 

The export of cotton yarns in 1907 amounted to 13,625,260 lbs. 
an quantity and 464,481/. in value, as against 15,161,191 Ibs., valued 
at 485,175/., exported in 1906. The export is entirely to China 
and Corea, the former country taking by far the larger portion. 
Cotton manufactures were exported in 1907 to the value of 56,0991., 
showing an ‘increase of 3,391/. over 1906. The export is to China 
and Corea. 

Superphosphates for fertilisers were exported during 1907 for the 
first time from Shimonoseki to the value of 23,960/. The super- 
phosphates are manufactured out of the phosphate rock (phos- 
phorite) imported from Christmas Island. The works at which the 
manufacture is carried out are situated at Fuku-ura, on Hikoshima, 
an island at the western entrance to the Straits of Shimonoseki; 
4,6501. worth of the fertiliser was exported to Australia during 
the year. 

As was anticipated, the export of Portland cement in 1907 
showed a decrease as compared with the amount exported in the 
previous year. In 1906 there was an exceptional demand for 
cement in San Francisco, consequent upon the damage caused by 
the earthquake and fire which occurred in April of that year, and a 
large amount, to the value of 33,214/., was shipped from Shimono- 
seki to the United States to meet the demand. During 1907, 
however, there was no such abnormal demand, and the amount of 
cement exported consequently shows a decrease. The export 
amounted to 22,8838 tons, valued at 72,945/., showing a decrease of 
15,084 tons in quantity and 15,888/. in value as compared with 
1906. <A large increase, however, amounting to 23,456]. in value, 
is shown over the average quantity exported during the past five 
years.

NORWAY. 


H.M. Embassy at Christiania reports the opening of the first 
: ' electric railway in Norway, from Thamshavn to 
nag sce ted Svorkmo, a distance of about 20 miles. The 
pages Wee power station is some six miles from Thamshavn 
and the power is generated by a waterfall 58 
metres high, developing 3,000 horse power, and driving five turbines 
representing the same amount. The railway is said to be the only 
one in Europe worked on this system. In addition to passengers, 
the railway will carry copper ore from the Meldal mines, the 
owners of which are also the proprietors of the railway. 





CHINA, 


Mr. C. A. W. Rose, of H.M. Consulate-General, Shanghai, reports the 
ore opening to traffic during 1907 of the railway 
Naukir , line from Shanghai to Nanking, 193 miles in 

5 Y length, which is considered to be the forerunner 
of a complete link between the coast and the undeveloped resources 
of the west. The line has been completed within three years, and 
the first train travelled over the route with great smoothness and 
comfort at an average of 25 miles an hour, giving proof of a firm 
and substantially built line, which is a point of great importance 
in a country just commencing its career as a possessor of railways. 
The line is a portion of the Imperial Chinese railways. It has 
been found that a very low rate is necessary to attract passengers, 
and within a few months the railway has captured almost all this 
traffic from the old launch services. During the year 1907 over 
2,500,000 passengers were carried, and the railway is already 
becoming popular for certain classes of goods, such as silk, cocoons, 
tribute rice, cotton yarn, opium and cattle. All the cocoons now 
go by the railway, owing to the advantage of rapid transit to the 
Shanghai market, and the native merchants of one district alone 
estimated that a saving of 20,000 dols. had been effected by railway 
transit for the season. After long negotiations, the British 
Minister at Peking and the Commercial Attaché have succeeded 
in obtaining satisfactory customs regulations with regard to foreign 
goods moving along the railway. ‘The question of likin for native 
goods, however, is still in a difficult and uncertain position, and the 
charges are so heavy that the goods are unable to utilise the rail- 
way to any considerable extent, though this difficulty will probably 
soon be overcome. Roads and steam launches are gradually tend- 
ing to act as feeders to the line, and throughout its whole length 
the railway has already asserted itself as a distinct power in the 
land.

AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH (PAPUA). 


The Representative in London of the Australian Commonwealth 
(Captain R. Muirhead Collins, C.M.G.) has re- 
ceived a map of the Central and Eastern 
Portions of the Territory of Papua showing 
the Crown lands, as well as the whole of the 
alienations up-to-date, whether leasehold or fee simple. The map 
does not include the Gulf and the Western Divisions, as little 
settlement has, up to the present, taken place in those quarters. 
The Director of Agriculture for the Territory of Papua has also 
forwarded to the Commonwealth Office in London samples of soil 
selected from various districts in Papua, together with a soil map 
on which the locality from which each sample has been taken 
is indicated. The Director of Agriculture states that, speaking 
generally, these are rich fertile soils of a loamy nature, friable and 
fairly easy to work. They are good nutrifying soils and should be 
capable, under cultivation, of giving good results with any kind of 
crop suited to the climate. With the exception of the soils from 
Woodlark Island and Cheshunt Bay they may be classed as rather 
light loams. These two are rather heavy clay loams, but the clay 
appears to be of a friable nature, and if the drainage is efficient 
they should present no difficulties to cultivation. The relation of

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the soils to water is good, the capacity for retaining moisture 
being in all cases high, and the humus content satisfactory. With 
one exception, that of the Woodlark Island soil, the capillary 
power is good, and the soils are in good mechanical condition.

RUSSIA. 


The following summary of a report on the grain crop prospects in 
Grain Crop Proe- European Russia to 25th June/8th July has 
; been translated from the official “‘ Commercial 
poate = European 444 Industrial Gazette” (St. Petersburg) by 
— H.M. Commercial Attaché for Russia (Mr. H. 
Cooke) :— 

Some improvement in the prospects is noticeable in the western, 
central, and especially in the north-eastern regions, while in the 
south-eastern regions the contrary is the case. 

Winter Wheat.—This shows in general only an unsubstantial 
improvement in the south-west and midlands. In the south- 
east and in the northern Caucasus it has deteriorated. The 
crop prospects are unsatisfactory, or “even something very like 
bad.” Especially disheartening are the prospects in the southern 
governments, in those of Kherson, Ekaterinoslav, part of Bessa- 
rabia, and in the Tauride (the inland districts), in the Little- 
Russian governments, in that of Poltava, in the southern districts 
of that of Tchernigoff, in the northern districts of that of Kharkoff, 
and in some of the central agricultural governments, in the 
government of Kursk, in the eastern districts of the government 
of Orel, and in the neighbouring districts of that of Tamboff. 
An average crop is anticipated in the governments of Poland, 
where the wheat is in parts good, and in the eastern governments 
of the central black-earth zone, in the government of Penza, in 
parts of that of Voronezh, in the government of Tamboff, and in 
parts of the northern Caucasus. 

Rye.—Rye has experienced some improvement in the central 
agricultural, south western, and especially in the north eastern 
governments. On the other hand, it has deteriorated in the central 
Volga and in the Trans-Volga regions. The general crop antici- 
pated is below the average. ‘A bad and unsatisfactory crop” is 
anticipated in the Little-Russian governments, in that of Poltava, 
in the southern districts of that of Tchernigoff, in places in that of 
Kharkoff, then in the southern governments, in those of Kherson, 
Ekaterinoslav, and in the northern districts of the Tavride, in the 
central agricultural governments, viz., Kursk, parts of Orel, and 
in places in that of Voronezh. It is also unsatisfactory in the

south west, in the government of Kieff, and in parts of that of 
Volhynia, in the western districts of the government of Tver, in 
that of Viatka, and in the whole of the Don territory. The 
prospects are good in some of the Volga governments (Simbirsk, 
Kazan, Nijni-Novgorod), in parts of Yaroslav and of Kostroma, in 
the Ural, in the government of Ufa, in parts of that of Perm, and 
in parts in the north west, in Lifland, in Pskoff, and in the 
neighbouring districts of the government of Novgorod. In the 
remaining regions of Russia the rye prospects are satisfactory. 

Spring Grains.—Spring grains have experienced some deteriora- 
tion in the south west, markedly so in the central Volga region. The 
crop anticipated in general, however, is one above the average. 
The Spring grain prospects, especially for oats, are good in the 
majority of the central agricultural governments, in those of 
Kursk, Orel, and Tamboff, and in parts of those of Voronezh, 
Riazan and Tula, then in the upper Volga and north eastern 
governments, in those of Kazan, Nijni-Novgorod, parts of those of 
Kostroma, Yaroslav and Viatka, in the Ural, in the government of 
Ufa, and in parts of that of Perm, in the northern Caucasus, and 
in separate governments of Poland. 

The Spring grain crop prospects are unsatisfactory, and in places 
bad, in the government of Samara, the chief region of cultivation of 
Spring wheat, in the southern half of the government of Saratoff, in 
separate districts of the south-western and Little-Russian govern- 
ments, and in the Crimea. 


NoTE.—Russian official reports on the grain prospects invariably employ the 
following terms :—good, satisfactory, unsatisfactory, bad. 

The following will explain the geographical or other terms employed above 
and in all such reports :— 

The central agricultural region comprises the governments of Kursk, Orel, 
Tula, Riazan, Tamboff and Voronezh.

The South-Eastern region—Samara, Orenburg, Astrakhan, and the 
province of the Ural Cossacks. 

The industrial region—the governments of Tver, Yaroslav, Kostroma, 
Viadimir, Moscow and Kaluga. 

The Ural region—the governments of Viatka, Perm and Ufa. 

The Baltic region—the governments of Livonia, Kurland, and Esthonia. 

The Forest region of White Russia and Lithuania—the governments of 
Smolensk, Mogileff, Minsk, Vitebsk, Vilna, Kovno and Grodno. 

The Lake region—the governments of Olenetz, Novgorod, St. Petersburg 
and Pskoff. 

The Black Earth region comprises the central agricultural region, most of 
the Mid-Volga region, most of the Little Russian region, most of the Novo- 
Rossia region, the government of Samara, and the western part of the govern- 
ment of Orenburg, the south of the Ural region, and parts of the Caucasus.

Mr. Cooke has also forwarded the following summary of the oil 

, seeds crop prospects in European Russia to 

oe eg ist-14th July, translated from the “ Commercial 
— and Industrial Gazette ” :— 

As a result of the weather conditions of the spring and summer, 
the oil seeds crop prospects are, in general, satisfactory. ‘Taking 
the chief seeds separately, linseed is not quite satisfactory, hemp 
seed is above the average, and sunflower and rape seeds are 
average. 

Linseed.—The linseed crop threatens to be unsatisfactory in 
parts of the North West, in the governments of Kovno, Witebsk, 
and in part in the Baltic governments, in separate governments of 
the Industrial region, in the government of Moscow, in parts of 
that of Tver, in some of the Volga governments, in that of Samara, 
and in parts of those of Simbirsk and Sarataff, and in parts of the 
south, in the governments of Ekaterinoslav and Bessarabia, and in 
the Don Territory. The prospects are fully satisfactory and in 
parts good in some of the industrial governments: Yaroslav, 
Vladimir and Nijni-Novgorod ; then in those of Kursk, Tchernigaff 
and Grodno, and in the Ural, in the governments of Perm and 
Ufa. Elsewhere the crop prospects are satisfactory. 

Hempseed.— The hempseed prospects, in the chief region of its 
cultivation, the Little-Russian and central agricultural govern- 
ments, are in promise above the average; they are pretty good in 
the government of Tchernigaff, in parts in that of Kharkoff, and in 
those of Kursk, Tula, Tamboff, Riazan and Voronezh. Elsewhere, 
with few exceptions, the crop promises to be satisfactory. 

Sunflower seed.—The suntlower seed crop promises to be good in 
the government of Tiamboff, in parts of those of Kursk and Voronezh, 
and in the northern Caucasus. An unsatisfactory crop is expected 
in the governments of Saratoff and Samara. 

Rapeseed.—Rape, which is cultivated chiefly in two regions, viz., 
in the south-west and in Poland, threatens a crop below the average 
in the first-mentioned region; it is, in fact, unsatisfactory in the 
governments of Podolsk and Volhynia. In that of Kieff it promises 
to be above the average. In Poland, in general, the crop promises 
to be somewhat above the average. 


FRANCE. 

H.M. Consul at Bordeaux (Mr. R. D. G. Macdonald) reports that; 

owing to wet weather, the wheat harvest in that 

bas <u ay district is being gathered under unfavourable 

District conditions. It is anticipated that the crop will 

' be below normal, the specific average weight of 

grain being from 57 to 59 lbs. to the bushel. The stocks 

remaining over from the remarkably abundant harvest of 1907 

may, adds Mr. Macdonald, prove sufficient to meet this year’s 
shortage.

BULGARIA. 


H.M. Vice-Consul at Varna (Mr. H. C. Venables), in reporting on 
agricultural conditions in Bulgaria, states that

small holdings owned by. peasant proprietors, who are very 
thrifty and industrious. Bulgaria, says the Vice-Consul, is passing 
through a period of transition and, as regards agriculture, this is 
illustrated by the fact that, on one farm, operations may be 
conducted by the aid of the most primitive implements, whilst on 
an adjoining farm the most modern appliances may be in use. 
There is, indeed, a distinct popular tendency towards progress, 
and the next few years will probably be a period of steady advance, 
providing valuable opportunities to the foreign manufacturer of 
agricultural implements. 

The total area of land under cultivation in 1907, continues the 
Vice-Consul, was 741,330 acres, as compared with 703,872 acres in 
1906 and 689,153 acres in 1905. This increase has been largely 
brought about by the sale of Government pasturage, which shows 
that Bulgaria has definitely taken up agriculture instead of cattle- 
rearing. There is, of course, land under cultivation for 
industrial purposes, viz., vineyards and mulberry, sesame seed, 
rapeseed, hemp, cotton, &c., plantations, but these are for the 
home market. 

As regards the 1908 crops, it seems probable that there will be 
a yield per acre slightly above the normal.

H.M. Consul at Venice (Mr. E de Zuccato) writes as follows re- 
tie specting the formalities that should be observed 
= aaaaahe by British motorists entering Italy :— Rs 

Motorists “As it is sometimes difficult for British 
ine Ital subjects to understand the formalities required 
entering Italy. on their entering Italy, try land or by sea, with 
their motor cars, I think it right to state, for their information, 
that they will have to make an application to the Custom- 
house, on a sheet of stamped paper of 2 lire 40 c. (1s. 11d.), 
for a provisional permit of importation that will be valid for 
three months, and deposit at the same time for each motor- 
car a sum of 650 lire (26l.) which will be returned to them, less a 
small registration fee, on their going out of the kingdom, at each 
frontier where there is a custom-house. In case they want the 
permit to be prolonged for another three months, they must make 
their application some days before the expiration of the original 
permit, and pay the ‘“‘tassa di circolazione” according to the 
weight of their cars. Should they neglect to go through this 
formality in time they would forfeit the deposit and would have 

to pay the ‘ tassa di circolazione ” all the same for one year. 

‘In the event of a British motorist meeting with trouble while 
touring here, I am inclined to think that the best plan for him would 
be, after obtaining legal assistance of course, to try to com- 
promise the case at once by giving a liberal compensation, or, if 
that would not be possible, to request the court to be allowed to 
make a provisional deposit for the sum they would fix, as otherwise 
his car would be sequestered and probably the chauffeur would be 
detained, maybe for several weeks, at the expense of the owner, 
until proper evidence could be obtained. In this way the motorist 
might perhaps save money and enjoy the use of his car.” 


BRAZIL. 
H.M. Consul at Pari (Mr. R. Casement, C.M.G.) has forwarded 
init the following information relating to timber in 
Timber the forests of the Amazon :— 

The Amazonian forests are wholly unlike the 
forest zones of northern latitudes ; instead of offering large areas 
covered with one particular kind of tree to the exclusion of other 
growths, as is the case with the pine and spruce in Scandinavia 
and North America, they are made up of hosts of quite dis- 
similar trees. ‘Thus if one particular kind of local wood should 
prove adapted for special uses, it has to be sought, tree by 
tree, through a veritable wilderness of other growths. There are 
few, if any, parts of the Amazon Valley where a single kind of tree 
can be said to flourish to the exclusion of others—all are impar- 
tially mixed up together—and to reach the tree required it is 
necessary to pass or cut down many that are not wanted. This 
circumstance, in the Consul’s opinion, must always prove a bar to 
the development of a profitable lumber trade. 
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BRA ZI L—continued. 

The general characteristic of most of the Amazonian timber 
is an‘extreme hardness, some of the woods being more like 
metal than vegetable fibre. It is obvious that for commercial 
purposes generally—the making of boxes and light frameworks— 
imported timber, spruce, pine, &c., must continue to be used. The 
destiny of the hard and often extremely beautiful woods of 
Northern Brazil will lie mainly in the hands of the constructor 
of railways and the cabinet maker. For railway sleepers some of 
the local timbers are admirably suited, notably the Massaranduba 
or ‘‘ cow tree.” The constructors of the Madeira-Mamoré railway 
are already using sleepers of this wood and hope to be able to 
complete the line with it. This wood is said to display consider- 
able power of resistance, whether exposed or half exposed to air 
and weather. It contains a peculiar liquid—resembling milk 
somewhat—which is sometimes drunk for refreshment: hence 
the name “ cow-tree.” 

Many of the local woods are eminently suitable for pile driving 
and boat building, and for ordinary furniture and household 
fittings the local ‘‘ cedar” wood is excellent, being light but 
strong and susceptible of a very high polish. The Amazonian 
cedar tree grows to an immense height. One of the floating trees 
of this wood, picked up in the river, measured 93 feet from the 
swell of the root to the first branch, and at this point, which 
would have been about 8 feet from the ground had the tree been 
standing, the girth was 19 feet. The town of Itacoatiard, lying 
opposite the mouth of the Madeira, is the centre of the cedar 
supply in the State of Amazonas, and there are several large saw 
mills there. 

It is stated that a large saw mill will shortly be erected in the 
Obidos district of the State of Par4, where various kinds of local 
timber will be handled for home and foreign consumption. 

A State export tax of 6 per cent. on the “ official value” is levied 
at Paré on all timber shipped abroad, in addition to a possible 
local municipal tax charged in the interior district from which it 
may have first been shipped. Only costly woods, it is to be feared, 
could bear the many charges of collection and export before 
they can be put in the hands of a foreign buyer.

ment of recognised marks an offence which is locally punishable 
by law. ‘This, adds Mr. Rose, is only the first step towards the 
Imperial regulations which are urgently needed, but it is to be hoped 
that some satisfactory settlement of this difficult question may be

OTHER GOVERNMENT PUBLICATIONS. 


Bankruptcy, 1907. Twenty-fifih General Annual Report by the 
Board of Trade under Section 131 of the Bankruptcy Act, 1883. 
254. Price 7d. 


This report shows that in England and Wales in 1907 there were 
4,111 receiving and administration orders issued, the total amount 
of liabilities being estimated at 5,673,623/., and the assets at 
1,917,3387. The number of deeds of arrangement was 3,488, 
liabilities being estimated at 5,214,504/. and assets at 3,100,784. 
These figures shows a considerable decrease in the number of 
failures in 1907 as compared with the number for the preceding 
year. There were 325 fewer receiving orders and 153 fewer deeds 
of arrangement, making a total decrease of 478 cases. The 
estimated liabilities and loss to creditors were smaller under 
receiving orders but greater under deeds than in 1906. Combining 
the figures for receiving orders and deeds of arrangements, the 
aggregate estimated liabilities are found to have exceeded those for 
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1906 by upwards of 760,000/., while the net estimated loss to 
creditors was greater in 1907 than in the previous year by over 
460,0000. 

The report contains statistics of bankruptcy and deeds of 
arrangement, a report by the Inspector-General in Bankruptcy on 
the general working of the Bankruptcy Acts, 1883 and 1890, and 
a report by the Solicitor to the Board of Trade upon legal 
proceedings conducted by him during the year. 





Commercial, No. 5 (1908). Suez Canal: Returns of Shipping 
and Tonnage, 1905, 1906 and 1907. [Cd.4,177.] Price 14d. 


This is the annual report of the British Suez Canal Directors for 
the year 1907, and is in continuation of “Commercial, No. 6 
(1907)” which was noticed on p. 97 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of the 11th July, 1907. The number and net tonnage 
of the vessels that passed through the canal during the years 1905, 
1906 and 1907 were 4,116 (13,134,105 tons), 3,975 (18,445,504 
tons) and 4,267 (14,728,434 tons) respectively. The percentage of 
British vessels and their net tonnage increased in 1907, being 62°1 
and 64°5 respectively, as against 58°7 and 61°7 in 1906 and 60°4 
and 63°6 in 1905. The percentage of German vessels and their 
net tonnage was 13°6 and 15°3 respectively, as compared with 14°8 
and 16:0 in 1906, and 14°6 and 16:1 in 1905, while the percentage 
of net tonnage of the other maritime nations using the canal in 
1907 remained practically stationary as compared with the 
preceding year. 


Passengers to and from places out of Europe, June, [Cd. 
3,972-V.| Price dd. 


This return shows the numbers and nationalities of the pas- 
sengers that left, or arrived in, the United Kingdom for or from 
places out of Europe; and the net balance of such passengers 
outward or inward, during the month and six months ended the 
30th June, 1908, compared with the corresponding periods in 1907. 

During the six months ended the 30th June, 1908, the total 
number (provisional) of passengers that left the United Kingdom 
for places out of Europe was 174,556, as compared with 319,917 
during the corresponding period of 1907, and the total number 
(provisional) that arrived in the United Kingdom from places out 
of Europe during the first six months of 1908, was 189,667, as 
compared with 127,800 during the corresponding period of 1907. 
The balance of the total movement shows that the number of pas- 
sengers that arrived in the United Kingdom from places out of 
Kurope exceeded the number of passengers that left the United 
Kingdom for places out of Europe by 15,111 during the first six 
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months of 1908; during the corresponding period of 1907 the 
number of passengers that left the United Kingdom for places out 
of Europe exceeded the number that arrived in the United 
Kingdom from places out of Europe by 192,117.

on commercial matters. On application being made to it either 
personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz. : Commercial 
Statistics ; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and 
Customs Regulations ; Lists of Firms Abroad engaged in particular 
lines of business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial 
Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade 
Products ; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of 
the Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of 
Trade, specimens of special interest that may be received from 
India, the Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. The 
Governments of India, Canada and Queensland have established, 
in proximity to the Commercial Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basing- 
hall Street, special offices for dealing with trade matters (see 
below).

India.—An India Trade Enquiry Office has been established 
at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., for the purpose of supplying 
information as to the commercial products, manufactures and 
trades of British India.

Canada.—The Canadian Government have opened an office at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C., under the designation of ‘‘ Canadian 
Government City Trade Branch.” A Canadian representative 
attends daily to deal with enquiries and applications regarding 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 


Victoria.—The Government of Victoria (Australia) have an 
extensive and varied collection of products of the State on view 
at the Show Room of their London Offices (142, Queen Victoria 
Street, E.C.). Lists of the Exporters of the State, with their 
Agents in the United Kingdom, and full particulars relating to the 
trade, prospects, &c., of the State, can be obtained upon applica- 
tion to the Agent-General for Victoria, at the above address. 


New South Wales.— With a view to facilitating the acquiring of 
information regarding the State’s products, the New South Wales 
Government have a commercial branch attached to the Agent- 
General's Department at 123-125, Cannon Street, E.C. A great 
variety of specimens is on view—typical of the mineral, agricul- 
tural and other products ofthe country. Full information concern- 
ing the Colony is given gratis to all applicants. 


Queensland.—The Agent-General for Queensland has opened a 
branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where a 
representative attends daily to give information to enquirers 
regarding trade, mining, and all other matters relating to Queens- 
land. Specimens of products representative of the pastoral, agricul- 
tural, and mining industries of Queensland are on view.

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, S.W., for the purpose of a Com- 
mercial Agency, under the superintendence of the Trades Com- 
missioner, who supplies free information on trade subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, such as agricultural products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, &c., &c. 


Natal.—The Government of Natal have established a Commercial 
Agency for that Colony at 26, Victoria Street, S.W., under 
the direction of the Agent-General.
